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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to Applicant's submission filed on 4/17/06. 

2. Claims 1, 3, 5 - 16 are pending on this application. Claims 2 and 4 are 
canceled. Independent claim 1, 11 are allowable. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

After extensive searching and analysis of prior art in light of the Applicant's 
claimed invention, the Examiner finds that the cited prior art of record, either alone or in 
combination, fails to teach specifically for digitally signed "time map" consisting of 
archive files, file attributes, time source, last synchronization clock, location of clock, last 
calibration of clock, last time encryption keys exchanged. Then, perform validation via a 
comparison between retrieved previous digitally signed time map and regenerated time 
map after creating digital signature for regenerated time map with session key 
exchanged between client and Time Source Provider system. 

So as indicated by the above statements, Applicant's arguments have been 
considered persuasive, in light of the claim limitations as well as the enabling portions of 
the specification. The dependent claims, 3, 5 - 10, 12 - 16, further limit the independent 
claims and are considered allowable on the same basis as the independent claims as 
well as for the further limitations set forth.
